SHORTHORN MEN HAD ^ 

PICNIC AT ROYAL RANCH 


Hon. Duncan Marshall Tells of 
Experiences Before Embargo 
Commission 


Shorthorn breeders from every 
part of the province were guests on 
Saturday at a picnic at the ranch of 
His Royal Highness the Prince of 
Wlales. Tlie ranch is situated some 
twenty-five miles south of High Rivet 
and extending as it does right up into 
the foothills, gave its own reason for 
its selection by the royal owner. The 
natural beauty is supeerb. 

Hon Duncan Marshall was called on 
to tell something of the progress of 
the embargo problem, and told of 
some of his experiences, funny and 
otherwise, while giving his evidence 
before the embargo commission in 
England. He had been the very first 
Canadian to go over and tell there, 
overseas the attitude of the Cana¬ 
dian stock. Before that Canada’s 
problem had been backed only by 
some Qf the Scotch breeders. Whhen j 
he had arrived, they had said that 
they were glad that at least one Can¬ 
adian was sufficiently interested, to 
go over and give local evidence. 

Mr. Marshall felt sure that with 
the removal of' the embarge against 
our beef and our feeders, the price 
of cattle would go eight or ten cents 
perhaps more. It was over twenty; 
five years since* he had made his first | 
speech against this embargo whicli 
had been in existence HqW for twen¬ 
ty-nine years..

Had 
you favored us .with corrections to 
our quotations, the object of this de¬ 
bate would have been more fully ser¬ 
ved. 

Your remarks re the same price for 
credit as for cash trading- is not ap- 
plicoble to present conditions. There 
are ho big credit accounts for current 
trading. 

Referring to your mention of wire 
prices as at one year ago. You do 
not specify which particular kind of 
wire, nor the price, and presumably 
your term ‘twelve months ago’ is an 
approximation. We will therefor ry
